Before I enter upon particulars, I think 
it cannot be amifé therefore, to give a Sue 
mary Account of the Publick Affairs, agree- 
able to the Title of this Paper 5 and Til be 
as brief in it as pofibk.

The late Glorious Monarch, King wiliew, 
all the Nation allows , and honour his Me- 
mory fox it, was the Mighty Founder of 
the Prefent Settlement of the Nation > Our 
Deliverance from Tyrranny, Ecclefiaftick 
as well as Civil, the Reftoring our Con- 
ftitution, the bringing thofe hated Thi 
call’d the Peoples Liberty and Property: 
to aState of Safecy ; the fecuring a Pro- 
teftane Succeffion, and above all, the Efta- 
blifhment of Religion, and the Univ~rfal 
Rights of Mankind, viz. Toleration in Ore 
thodox Profeffions and Principles, are ows 
ing to God’s Bleffing, and his moft Ade 
mir’d and inimitable Condué, 

He that Speaks of this Prince without 
fome Extafie, muft, in my Q inion, leffen 
his Value for Kaglifh Liberty, fhow his want 
of a due Concern for his Native Coun- 


try, 
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Where now isthe Refpeét due to Crown'd 


try, anddifcover that he is lefs affetted 
with our Security, from the inevitable De- 
ftr.tion, attending us by Popery and Pre- 
cipitanc Counfels, than is confiftent, either 
with a Man of Sence, ora Man of Engli/h 
1.xtraétion. There can be no juft Reflection 
upon the former Dangers he refcued this 
Nation from, withoue due Excurlions in Ho- 
nour of his Memory ; and would Men juft- 
ly meafure things by their contracies, it 
would appear in this, that you never find 
the other Gentlemen Refleéting with Re- 
gret upon the late Times, but they fincere- 
ly Curfe his Name. Now, as the Apo- 
ftles told the Rulers in Primitive Time, 
Thas by she way that they cal?d Herefie, fo 
Worfbip’d they the God of their Fathers, So, 
I fay, we Glory in the Memory of this 
Prince, that by the Method thefe Gen- 
tlemen call Ufurpation and Invafion, 
as the Inftrument God thought fit to ho- 
nour by reftoring Peace, Liberty, Religion, 
and at laft Plenty to thefe Nations. 

This great Prince {pent his Strength, 
his Time, his Treafure, and I may fay his 
Blood to frve and defend us 3 how we 
Treated him, what Ufage he met with 
here, and from who; I purpofely cover 
with 2 Mantle of Tendernefs, in Com- 
paffion tothe Times, and Refpeét to fome 
that are fince better Inform'd; and ’tis 
my Maxim, Errors Reform’, ought not to 
be remembred , "tis enough that all Ho- 
neft Men confefs the Honefty, as well .as 
Bravery, of this Greateft of Men. 

While I make this Digreffion, I could 
Hluftrate it by Inftances of its contrary, 
where the Gentlemen,who call themfelves of 
the High-Church, give vent to-cheir Spleen 
and Il] Nature,by Reproaching the Memory 
of this Prince and I cannot refraia giving 
an Inftance of this ina High Gentleman, 
one of the Knights of the Black Rofe, 
who coming into a Houfe where Piétures 
were to be Sold, faw a Pidture of King 
William, that was weil Painted, and com. 
mending the Piéture, wasask’d if he wa.:ld 
Bay it No, fays he, *tis 4 good Piece, 
and very well done, and for that Reafon / am 
Pless’d witbits I like the Piflwre, but | wons 
Buy t, FOR F HATE THE FELLOW 


Heads, athing fo often thrownin the 
Teeth of fome Writers of this Age, when 
they talk of Tyrants and Monlicrs in the 
World ? but the ufe Imake of it is this, 
That to methis is a Publick and molt plain 
Conteffion, of the true Merit o his Im- 
mortal Prince, fince no Man can defire a 
greater Teftimony than thatof the Ene- 
m 

But to return to the Story ; This Great 
Prince left the Nation juft entring upona 


Cruel, a Defperate, and achargeabl2 War; — 


we had {carce Breath’d our felves, after 
the late long and Bloody Contention. 

The late War was carry’d on for twelve 
Years, with the whule unbroken Power of 
France; that Monarch was Enrich’d with 
long Peace, prodigious Amaflments of 
Treafure, Innumerable Forces, fluth’d with 
vaft Succelles, and a long Series of Viéto- 
ry and unaccointable Conquefts, exaé& in 
Difcipline, Beaten to Service, and compleac 
in Experience. 

Who ever looks back on the Reign of 
King Wiliam, and all the Herculean Lae 
bours of his Reign, his Strugling Abroad 
with the United and highly improv’d For. 
ces of France, his Strvgiing at Home with 
the Fury of oppofite Frattions, the Envy 
and Animoiities of Parties, and the frequent 


prevailing Condué of this or that Party, — 


which always oblig’d him to quit one fide 
after another, 

If again they will confider the backward- 
nefs in Parliamentary Aids, and how late 
their Supplies, how lame their Contrivances 4 
how, Cheated by Projeétors, the Publick 
Groan’d under innumerable Deficiencies of 
Funds, aad Difappointmentsof all forts. 

If we confider the late timing Parlia- 
mentary Affiftance , how often he fought 
without Armies, andthe Armies without 
Pay ; how honeft Men ferv’e a ftarving 
Caufe, and Knaves enrich’d themfelves with 
the plunder of the Crown 5 add to this the 
full ttop of the Coin , fucha fheck, as in 
time of Peace, we oughtto have appre- 
hended; andcyet was carried en to a per- 
fe€tion to be admir’d by all Men, at a 
time of War, Want, andScarcity, 
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If every one of thele things had their due 
weight, and we were to make right judg- 
ment of things, we fhould all readily agree, 
King William was the Greateft Man in his 
Age, and the Miniftry under him, were e- 
qually valuable in their proportion, as they 
were Inftrumental to affift him at all times 
to defend the Natien againit the Implaca 
ble Enemies of our Religion and Civil 
Rightc. 

When this Prince came to the end of his 
Troubles. and obtain’d from Heaven a 
Quiztus , a Difmifs trom the Harries and 
Danger of this World, the prefent Reign 
began with a New Turn to Affairs. 

And not to look too feverely into the 
miftakes of fome Gentlemen who got into 
the Adminiftration, and who run them- 
felves out of Breath, till Phaeton like, they 
forc’d our Englifh Fupiter to overturn them, 


to fave the World from being fet on Fire, P 


by their headftrong Fury , and Impolitick 
Precipitation , 1 defire to give them ina 
very fhort Abridgment , and go on to the 

re(ent State of things agreeable to the 
Title of this Paper, A Review of she State 
of the Nation. 

When Her Maefty came firft to the 
Crown, the Adminiftration of Affairs was 
Committed to a new Setof Men, 4s f0 the 
Invereft of Parties | mean, though fome of 
them the fame Perfons left in the Miniftry. 
Her Ma‘eft , like a Wile Princefs, declar’d 
her (elf in terms as explicit as pofible, her 
refolution of Governing the Kingdom 
with a frzady and vabvaft Juftice, but with 
a ftriet regard to all Parties as to Property, 
and as to Liberty, both Civil and Ecclefi- 
aftick. ee 

"Tis trae, Her Majefty exprefs’d in Her 
firft Speech. a True Zeal and Affettion for 
the Church of England, and in the moft 
Paffiunate and Obliging Terms in the 
World, told them, that they fhould be the 
Men of her Favour ; that fhte would Skreen 
the Diffeuters, and take them into her Pro- 
feétion, they behaving themfelves Dutifully 
and Peaceably to the Government, but 
that the moft Zealous Members of the 
Church of England, fhould be molt Trofted, 


Honoured, and Employed by Her Maj 
and the likz. : : ietys 

I confefs it is very furprizing, and would 
Move any Man to an unulual Degrve, to 
reflect what ufe fome Gentlemen inade of 
Words fo honeftly defign’d , fo Candidly 
{poken , and fo direétly purfzed and on 
their miftake, I muft be allow’d to ground 
a great many of the unhappy methods fome 
Gentlemen took to raife new Divifions, and 
widen old Breaches inthe Nation; wh 
fuccefS in the wicked endeavour , brought 
us to the brink of an Unfeen Snare, and 
left this Nation ina moft dangerous Crifis ¢ 
which had it not been taken in time, would 
have endanger’d the whole Governmcat, 
and have bid fair for a Re-Revolution into 
Popifh and French Slavery, a thing, I 
think too eafy to be demonftrated 5 and the 
Seauel of thefe Sheets will perhaps make it 
ain. 

I will not here Debate, whether ic wasa 

meer Accident, and that Her Majefty’s welt 
meant Expreffions gave ground co the Pres 
pofterous Conjecture, as if Her Majefty 
defign’d from thence, they fhould infer, 
the Diffenters were given up to them a 
meer Sacrifice to the Fury of the Party, 
and that Perfecution was imply’d in the 
very Words ; I think the Abfurdicy of 
the thing fpeaks it plainly, chat it was 
only an old Defgn reviv'd, and the Mt- 
ftake lay in thinking, that the Queen had 
given them a handle, and acquainted them, 
that now was the time to carry it on. 

And yet even in this, they committed one 
of the greateft Abfurdities imaginable, 
in that they multimagine Her Majefty 
what I have more Manners than to mentio 
when at the fametime the Diffemers ha 
the Royal Promife tor Proteétion, which 
they refolv’d not to Forfeit, by aoy Unda- 
tirul Behaviour whatfoever. 

I forbear inthis general Account of things, 
to Recountand Innumerate, all the Foo- 
lifh Excurtions of the Party upon the 
Diffemers, let them Dye with the reft of the 
Vain and molt Ridiculous Attempts of 
that Day, upon the Queen and the Go- 
vernment, to bring them toa Broil with ie!

The loud Clamours, the Railings, the 
Pamphlets, the Sermons, and all the In-
